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Communication From The French, April 21 , 1975 


1. The possible scenario as envisioned by Sauvagnargues -- not the PRG: 

(1) Since the withdrawal of President Thieu, he should be replaced 
by a Provisional Government that should be composed of the 
various tendencies in Saigon which would be ready to negotiate 
with the PRG. 

(2) As soon as this government is created, the march forward of 
the troops from the north (and Viet Cong) should stop in order to 
permit the opening of talks -- being a defacto ceasefire. 

(3) The opening of talks between the delegation of the PRG and the 
delegation which would be designed by the new government in 
Saigon. It's first objective would be the constitution of the 
National Council of National Reconciliation and Concord. 

2. Also - the French Ambassador, Roussel, was received by Pham 
Van Dong on April 18 and he underlined that the subsequent seizure 
of Saigon by arms should be avoided at any price. 

3. The last thing Minister De La Gorce said he wanted to mention is 
the declaration made public this afternoon in Paris by the French 
Government. It said that the French Government has issued an 
urgent appeal that everything should be done without delay for the 
opening of the negotiations and the setting up of the National Council 
of National Reconciliation and Concord. The French Government 
considers that the establishment of the National Council of National 
Reconciliation and Concord should be accompanied by the restoration 
of a ceasefire in the whole of Vietnam. 
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
